The lawsuit asserts 
that SOE falsely claimed 
financial hardship to force tax- 
payers to pay $150,000 for sig- 
nature verification to put Con- 
stitutional Amendments 4,5 
and 6 on the 1996 state elec- 


- tion ballot. 


Leon County Circuit Court 
Judge Charles D. McClure 
issued an order on April 4, 
rejecting a motion to dismiss 
and à request for sanctions 
that had been filed by SOE 
and its chairman and treasur- 
er, Mary L. Barley. McClure's 
brief order gave the defen- 
dants three weeks in which to 
answer the original complaint* 
filed on February 12 by 
Clewiston-based and employ- 


ee-owned U.S. Sugar Corp. 
Instead of further attempts 
to shield the truth, SOE must 
now prepare to tell the people 
of Florida how it could claim 
an 'undue burden' and use tax- 
payers' money to pay for veri- 
fying the signatures, when it 
spent almost $2 million to 
gather those very signatures, 
said Robert Buker, senior vice 
président of U.S. Sugar Corp, 
Although SOE ultimately 
spent $15. million on a cam- 
paign last fall to add a $1bil- 
lion tax to the Florida Consti- 
tution, SOE filed an “undue, 
burden" affidavit under oath 
with the Division of Elections 
on May 6, 1996, according to 
the suit.

on the statewide ballot: 

The affidavit was signed by 
Barley, who personally con- 
tributed more than $242,000 to 
the campaign. 

On the very same day it filed 
the affidavit of “undue bur- 
den,” SOE received $250,000 
from billionaire Paul Tudor 
Jones, who ultimately funded 


the $11 million to the cam- 
paign. 

"However, the financial back- 
ing of billionaire Paul Tudor 
Jones didn't stop the commit- 
tee from milking the Florida 
taxpayers over $100,000," Buk- 
er said. “There has to be some 
accountability." 

With the financial hardship 


waiver, local election supervi- 
sors verified signatures at no 
cost to SOE, but with knowl- 
edge they could seek reim- 
bursenient from the taxpayers. 
On August 12, the Division of 
Elections certified. 1,484,077 
signatures, for a total cost of 
$148,407.70 to Florida taxpay- 
ers.

Ms. Lambert has just com- 
pleted a study of thunder- 
storms in Florida. She discov: 
ered that when there’s smoke, 
there not only a fite but there 


Lambert's study suggests that 
some wildfires in Florida may 
actually help create a thunder- 
storms. 

Lambert is a member of the 
Applied Meteorology Unit of 
the Melbourne. National 
Weather Service office., Over 
the last two years, she and her 
colleagues have been analyzing 
radar images to determine 
what creates severe thunder- 

` storms in Florida. 

Her team certainly wasn't 
lacking for material. There are 

ап estimated 2,000 thunder- 
storms in the world at any give 
time and more than 100,000 
occur in the United States each 
year. More of these storms 
develop in Florida than any 
|| other state. cs 

By mid-summer, it is a rare 
day indeed if at least one thun- 
derstorm does not form some- 
where on the Florida horizon.

Florida thunderstorms form 
in a variety of ways. During 
the fall, wihter and spring 


months, strong cold fronts- 


Sweep across the state trigger- 
ing the storms. Some of our 
worst severe weather out- 
breaks occur in this fashion. 
During the summer, howev- 
er, a cold front is only a fond 
memory. Severe weather out- 
breaks during June, July, 

August and September are cre- 
ated by the sea breeze. 

A sea breeze is formed by 
temperature differences 
between the ocean and the 
land. As the land heats up dur- 
ing the day, cooler air moves in 
from the ocean producing a 
low-level boundary similar to a 
weak front. 

The movement of the sea 
breeze is controlled by the 
upper level winds flowing 
across the peninsula. If, for 
example, those winds are blow- 
ing from the west to the east,

the east coast of Florida can 
expect an outbreak of severe 
weather. 

Of course, Lambert and her 
team knew all about the sea 
breeze as they began their 


study. What they didn't know, 


or expect, was the influence a 
wildfire might have on the 
atmosphere. 

On July 11, 1995, a wildfire 
started in northeastern Orange 
County. A few minutes later, a 
large cumulus cloud formed 
over the fire. “The cloud inter- 
acted with the sea breeze and 
intensified,” Lambert said. “In 
a matter of minutes, we had a 
severe thunderstorm moving 
toward the east coast.” 

A severe thunderstorm born 
from smoke and fire! Lambert’s 
team spent the summer 
searching for other wildfire- 


cessful. Still, in her final 
report, she says that fires 
“have been observed as thun- 
derstorm initiation mecha- 
nisms in Florida. 

“The strength of the storm 
that formed as a result of this 
wildfire underscores the impor- 
tance of monitoring the loca- 
tions of fires as potential thun- 
derstorm initiation locations in 
an already unstable environ- 
ment,” she said.
